Postmaster Blodgett Stated Last 
Night That He Was Pleased 
With the Increase 
Over Last Year. 


The receipts of the Atlanta postoffice 


cording to figures compiled iast night, 
totalled $77,295.34, an increase over Oc- 
tober of 1905, of over $16,000. 

“If you will, notice,” said Postmaster 
Blodgett, “you will see that for the 
month of October, 1901, the postoffice re- 
ceipts were $38,174.12, while for tne 
same month, October 1906, just closed, 
$77,295.34. were taken in—a very iarge 
increase, 

In October, 1902, $40,923.76 were taken 
in at the postoffice. In 1903 there was 
an increase of about $10,000, Postmaster 
Blodgett acknowledging the receipt dur- 
ing that year, 1903, $50,506.47. It 
was $656,323.83 that came into the Af- 
lanta postoffice in 1904. Sixty thousand 
eight hundred and seventy dollars and 
thirty-four cents were received by Post- 
master Blodgett at the Atlanta posto...ce 
during the month of October, 1906, and 
October, 1906, $77,295.34. 

“I am proud of the figures in that re- 
port,” said Mr. Blodgett. “I have, as 
Atlantans generally kicw, made many 
reports to the postmaster generai—but 
that report gives me more pleasure than 
any similar documents I have issued.”

This woman, one of the most prominent, 
sociallys of Americus, often visited An- 
dersonville prison during the war, where 
her husband was doing service for the 
confederate government. 

It was there that she met Captain Wirz, 
and during his stay as commandant knew 
him well. 

Upon one of her frequent visite to her 
husband, Captain Wirz called her aside 
one morning with. the statement that 
he needed her assistance, and the story 
he then told her wés indeed startling, 
and in this article it is given to the world 
in print for the first time, though doubt- 
_ less well known to many people in Amer- 
icus. 

Captain Wirz conducted her to a smail 
tent just outside the prison stockade. 
Within was a woman--a federal prisoner, 


with a dey old babe in her arms, while 
by her side sat her husband, also a pris- 
oner of war. 

-Woman Donned Trousers. 

Captain Wirz then told his-friend the 
following remarkable story: The wom- 
an, in male attire and to all appearances 
a man, had been brought to the prison 
pen a few days before. The captured 
party, including her husBand, were Ohis- 
ans, and when surprised by the confed- 
erates she hastily donned a suit of her 
husband’s clothes in order that they might 
not be separated. 

Her real identity was not discovered, 
and as man this woman, in delicate con- 
dition, was put in the stockade at Ander- 
sonville. 

Chiid Born in Prison. 

When the real-situation had beer dis- 
covered the day frevious, through state- 
ments made by the husband, Captain 
Wirz had the couple hastily removed to 
the tent, outside the prison, and there 
the little babe was born. 

When Captain Wirz finished his story 
ali the motherly instincts of hig visitor 
were aroused and in her the poor woman 
found a friend indeed. She quickly re- 
turned to Americus and secured for the 
mother and babe necessary clothing and 
medicine, and such food and comfarts 
as her then limited means allowed. Soon 
thereafter the Ohioan, hig wife and babe 
were sent away from the prison. 

The pathetic story has often been told 
by the lady here herself, and well illus- 
trates the humane nature of the much 
maligned and slandered martyr, Captain 


Wirz.

WESTERN UNION 
WINS VERDICT 


Council Committee Takes Up| Unique Suit for Damages 


Came to an End Yes- 
terday. 


A unique suit for damages brought by 
J. H. Hilsman & Co. against the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, growing 
out of an error in transmitting a tele- 
gTam, has occupied the city court during 
the present week, and on yesterday re- 
sulted in a directed verdict in favor of 
the telegraph company. 

The plaintiff alleged that jn December, 
1904, he sent a telegram to C. E. Shep- 
ard, of Hartford, Conn., asking a bid on 
a life insurance policy in which certain 
premiums were unpaid, and that the 
Western Union, in transr®tting the mes- 
sage, changed the word “unpaid’’ to read 
“paid’’ so that Shepard was deceived by 
the error and quoted a higher price than 
the value of the policy, in its real condi- 
tion, warranted. The plaintiff, on receipt 
of such bid, not knowing that it was 


‘based on the error contained in the tele- 


gram, claimed to have bought the policy 
irom its owner and forwarded it to Shep- 
ard, who, finding the premiums unpaid, 
declined to accept the policy at the price 
bid, uiless Hilsman & Co. apid the 
premiums. 

The plaintiff, to carry out the trade, 
alleged that they had to pay the pre- 
miums, and then brought suit against the 
te“egraph company for the amount of 
the premiums paid by them. 

The telegraph company admitted the 
érror in the message, but contended that 
it occasioned no loss to the plaintiffs, as 
they made a profit on Me transaction, in 
spite of having paid the premiums, and 
that the company could not be liable for 
the mere ioss of an opportunity to make 
additional profit.

The law makes it the duty of the 
grand jury in each county in the state to make careful examination an- 
nually of the pension rolls in such county, to ferret out fraud and to take 
such action as is deemed necessary to punish and to prevent the repeti- 
tion of such thefts. Nevertheless, it is safe to say that in not twenty-five 
per cent. of the counties in the state do the grand juries pay heed to this 
law. The result is that this law is wholly ineffective for the purposes for 
which it was enacted. If the grand juries are not going to do their duty 
in this matter, and if they cannot be legally compelled to do it, the duty 
of the legislature in the premises is clear. 

Certainly a law can be evolved and enacted that will remedy the evil, 
and the tax payers of the state, as well as the confederate veterans them- 
selyes, have the right to demand and expect it.

Never before did the foreign news dispatches reek so with the mis- 
fortunes and the scandals surrounding American women who have carried 
their generous dots to itmpecunious titles. Just now the martial troubles 
of the Countess de Castellane, who was Anna Gould, and of the Duchess of 
Marlborough, formerly Consuelo Vanderbilt, are foremost in the public eye, 
but cotemporary with these is a host of other American women whose 
titled troubles are no less real and whose marital misery is no less com- 
plete. The best statistics obtainable put the number of American heiresses | 
who have carried their fortunes to empty foreign titles only to-find un- 
happiness and grief at 500, and the aggregate of their fortunes at $200,000,- 
000. What a price to pay for tinselef misery! And yet the school of 
experience seems to teach not; each longs to drain the cup for herself.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Mavon, Ga., November |.—(Special.)—The 
present convention of the Masonic grand 
lodge of Georgia came to a close, with 
the session that ended this afternoon, 
and the large number of members re- 
turning during the evening and night to 
their homes more pleased with the ,hos- 
pitality of the Central City than on any 
former occasion.

New York, November !.—There was 4 
further expansion of business in the 
stock market today and some gain in ani- 
mation, and, moreover, the increase of 
activity was accompanied by rising prices. 
The speculative interest centered largely 
in Pennsylvania, and the whole market 
waa benefited by the raising of the divi-) 
dend rate on that stock to 7 per cent 
by the declaration of 4 semi-ennual divi- 
dend of 3 1-2 per cent, compared with 3 
per cent for the preceding six-month pe- 
riod. The action of the stock on the 
news was confirmatory of the reports 
heard for some time that the question of 
the increase was really an open one up 
to the time of the meeting of the board 
to decide it.
